very much impressed with the instructions, the words of counsel, given 
by the preceding speakers. The work in which we are engaged, he said, 
and whose progress we watched with such great interest, was indeed a 
mighty one, and it would help us materially to keep pace with that work 
if we held in remembrance its character and the object of its inauguration 
in the earth—the purposes for which it had been established. One of the 
revelations of God very clearly stated the character of this work, known 
as the dispensation of the fulness of times. That revelation was given 
under peculiar circumstances, and the speaker read a portion of it, begin- 
ning with the words, “ Hearken, O ye people of my Church, &.“ This 
revelation, which is to be found in the Book of Doctrine and Covenants, 
vas given November 31, 1831. It states that the time would soon come 
when the Lord Jesus Christ would come to earth to judge the nations, 
that His judgments would be poured out upon the world and also upon 
the ungodly among the Saints. The Church is admonished to prepare 
for the future, and the Elders are commanded to go forth and invite all 
nations, first the Gentiles and then the Jews, to turn unto the Lord and 
take part in the work of redemption. 

Continuing, Elder Roberts said he thought he wil discover in those 
paragraphs the great characteristic of the work in which we are engaged ; 
and from those declarations of the Lord it was easy to conclude that this 
was a preparatory work. The revelation, in terms which could not be 
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mistaken, set forth that the time of the coming of the Lord is at hand, 
when He would judge all the nations that forget God, even the ungodly 
among the Saints. This was in harmony with the visions and predictions 
of God’s ancient servants. He desired to express the hope that the great 
body of this people—the Seventies in Israel—would, prepare themselves 
by diligence, faith and study to‘perform their part in this great latter-day 
work, that they might go forth as witnesses to the world concerning those 
great principles which God had revealed from heaven. 
It seemed to him that the summer clouds of prejudice and hatred which 
had for so long obscured the vision of the people of the United States were 
breaking somewhat and promised to drift aside; and he firmly believed 
that we would make of this an opportunity to proclaim the truth again 
unto the nation with even greater fulness and power than before. Since 
people from all nations of the earth would be visiting this continent 
during next year, we should certainly take some steps to inform them 
respecting this work, that they might be made acquainted with its true 
character. There are now some 2500 volumes of the Book of Mormon 
printed in the French language. Copies of these should be shipped away 
and placed within the reach of the French people who were coming to this 
land. So with other languages. We could thus warn the nations, and 
invite them to take part in this work, if they would, and so escape the 
. judgments of God which threatened the wicked. |

Even in 
the reading of the Bible, and other Holy Scriptures, we need that divine 
gift to enlighten our minds, to enable us to understand and comprehend 
what we were striving to learn. The Lord also desired us to preserve 
ourselves in the enjoyment of health and strength by observing certain 
rules He had given to His Saints for their observance. Then the Lord 
had promised prosperity to His Saints, in a temporal point of view, pro- 
vided they would keep the law of tithing, and assist in a temporal way to 
build up the Kingdom of God.

A CRITICAL PERIOD. 


A CAREFUL observer of the signs of the times cannot fail to notion * 
gathering of black clouds of war, and the evidences of confusion and 
chastisement which are hanging over the Christian world at the: present 
period: Instead of dispersing and disappearing, every year has added to 
their number and significance. At no time have they been so varied, so 
numerous, and so menancing as now. The east, west, and centre of Europe 
are threatened, and threatening one another. That continent has been 
truly termed a military camp. Seven millions of armed men are watching 
each other’s movements with mutual fear and suspicion. ne 

A knowledge of the condition of affairs among the different sects of 
the day, warrants the assertion that the present age is one of skepticism, 
and unbelief. We see science without faith, morals without God, and 

those who exercise faith despised as dreamers. The inequalities of social 
systems, and the chasms which separate classes, still exist. Never did the 
condition of the world present an aspect more favorable to the pouring 
out of “war upon all nations” than the present. The great rulers of 
Europe, one after the other, are repeating their assurances that the outlook 
is pacific; yet they seem to be possessed of an irresistible tendency to spend 
still more money on armaments, so gigantic in proportions, that all former 
European military preparations sink into insignificance. _ 

The most striking example of all is the Russian government. In spite of 
the fact that thousands of her people have died from pestilence and famine 
during the last few months, and, apparently, to increase the indebtedness 
of a peasantry already in a condition of starvation and squalid misery, 
from whom the tax-gatherers wrung their little savings only a short time 
ago, that government has just been negotiating with certain financiers 
for a new loan of $100,000,000. Knowing that Russia can cherish no fears 
of invasion, as fill the minds of Frenchmen and Germans, this act might 
justly be considered an intolerable wrong, that might well lead desperate 
men to resort to new conspiracies. In the meantime, the Italian govern- 
ment reports a deficit of more than two millions, notwithstanding the 
adoption of severe measures of retrenchment, and the latest news confirms 
the statement that the war department expenditures are to be increased. 
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The indebtedness of France and Germany is also fast increasing, and it 
is said that the approaching changes in army administration, under which 
a universal two-years’ service will be resorted. to, will involve an addition 
of twenty per cont. to the cost of the army. Since the close of the last war 
Frandoe has spent on her army six hundred and fifty millions, or on the 

average, nearly thirty millions a year. This is exclusive of the expenses 
attendant upon the building of strategic railways, the cost of the navy, or 
of military pensions. Every Frenchman pays $3.75.a year to keep up the 
vast and magnificently equipped armies of the French republic, which he 
hopes will, in the near future, exterminate the German empire from the 
map of Europe. At a respectful’ distance the other great powers are 
followed by England, who, believing that France is discontented, and 
thinks it her destiny to dictate the terms of peace and existence to the 

European powers, considers herself bound to increase the strength of her 
navy whenever some new ececmreeriniee is proposed by the French n, 
of Marine. 

The derbe Austro-Hangarian is confident that if the vigilence of his 
government wers relaxed, the great Russian bear would seize a slice of 
territory in the Balkans. Italy possesses the fever to a marked extent, 
and is equally apprehensive that a diminution of ber military strength 
might endanger her permanent possession of her capital. The average 

German is sure that a reduction of his armaments would be followed by a 
French invasion, while the average Frenchman is quite certain that a 
relaxation in his military preparations would be the signal for an invasion 
by the Germans. 

All reasoning against this enormous expense seems to be useless. The 
state of affairs in Europe to-day is, indeed, serious. National confidence 
is scarcely known. Open and secret compacts are being formed between 
nations, by which an understanding i is established between allied powers 
that they will act in concert, i in the event of certain contingencies. One 
great military power in Europe causes all the others to be alive with 
apprehension. Each nation is compelled, through fear of annihilation, to 
pursue & warlike policy ; ; while the deep anxiety of many leading states- 
men to preserve peace is a particularly ominous feature of existing affairs. 
That the hearts of rulers regarding the future are “failing them for fear 
of that which is coming on the earth,” is a significant fact. God is for- 
gotten; the message which He has sent them through His humble minis- 
ters has been refused; and the consequences attendant upon its rejection 
they will have to meet. | 

The prophecies of the Book of Mormon, of the Old and New Testaments, 
onl of modern revelation, given through one of the greatest prophets ever 
entrusted with a divine message—Joseph Smith, point with conspicuous 
clearness to the existing state of affairs, and of the great changes that 
were to be exhibited in the latter days.

gathered, soon sink beneath the horizon. The Lord hath spoken it; and 
those who have embraced the Gospel, and are observing its laws, know, 
aer the signs of the times, chat the coming of the Lord is near at hand.

He said in 
conclusion: “We have reached a point when there are but two roads 
left to pursue, one leads to order and good nn and we aber to 
anarchy.” 


War it costs to maintain the peace of Europe may be partially realized 
from the following figures. Germany has expended on her army and navy 
since the great struggle with France nearly $2,750,000,000. This does not 
include pensions; while for this year, alone, more than half the total 
budget, $164,562,500, will be spent. As a result, the national debt has 
increased yearly. In 1875, it was only $30,000,000. In 1880, it had in- 
creased to about $96,875,000; while, at the present time, it has reached 
nearly 8375, 000,000. Statistics of army and naval expenditures show 
that a similar condition of affairs prevails in nearly every country in 
Europe.

Pace, in the September gives a very interesting 
account of a cold water specific for the cure of typhoid fever. He says 
that typhoid fever, as at present treated by drugging and feeding to the 
patient, is no better than the playing of a stream of petroleum upon a 
burning building. Until the crisis is past, food in typhoid fever is a drug 
and a harmful drug, and the one thing that a typhoid fever patient needs 
is to fast. He has observed the effects of fasting from six to twelve days 
to be in the highest degree productive of health and comfort to the 
patients. By the present system, twenty per cent. of the typhoid patients 
die. According to the cold water treatment he maintains that the mor- 
tality is reduced to two per cént. and under. The 2 is * account 
of the true method of curing typhoid :—

The bath is given at about 65° F., the patient being immersed to the 
2 if the size of the tub admits; if not, he sits in the water, which is 
dashed over the ex parts, and he is actively rubbed by the attendant 
during all the time he is in ‘the water. The hand rubbing is practised, not 
only for the temporary comfort of the patient, but as an essential part of 
the treatment. The patient remains in the bath fifteen to twenty minutes. 
If his temperature is 130° or more, the time required for the best effects 


be even longer. 

n some cases the bath may be required every th ree or four hours. It 
is important to employ the cold pack about the body during the intervals 
between the a — whenever the patient’s temperature is at 101° or 
over. This bod k consists of two ply of coarse linen wrung from ice 
water, with two 55 of the same, dry, outside. 

This shoul reshened every t three hours or less, acoording to the 
patient's . or the physician’s judgment. 
The system has been adopted in the Philadelphia hospitals with the 
most excellent results. Where it has been introduced in Baltimore the 
rate of mortality has decreased to seven per cent. In conclusion, Dr. Page 
pleads strongly in favor of applying a cold water pack, a thickly folded 
towel wrung tightly from cold water, and placed snugly over the chest, in- 
stead of what he regards as the barbarous practice of applying mustard 
plasters. The towel needs to be wrung out fresh in cold water every 
minute, for an hour or more, until relief is felt. It is always so refreshing 
to find any one who can do anything better than the orthodox in any 
science or in any profession, that Dr. Page’s paper will be read with 
interest.

TIISC * that we now witness has been accomplished by men of this 
character, to whom there is no glory to be ascribed. It is all due to God, 
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to the outpouring of His Spirit in answer to prayer, and in conformity 
with the promises that He has made. We send out yearly scores, and 
perhaps hundreds, of missionaries, boys in many instances, who have never 
had any experience in. public life or in public speaking; but where they 
have gone, filled with the spirit of their missions, they have found honest 
souls willing to listen to their testimony. They have said to them, if you 
do that which God says, you shall know for yourself that this is true. 
They have told the people to believe in Jesus, to repent of their sins, to 
be baptized, and they should receive the Holy Ghost. When people have 
believed this, they have gone and been baptized, and they have received 
that Spirit; and when they have received it, it has made them one. The 
inhabitants of Southern Africa, of Asia, of the Polynesian Islands, of Great 
Britain and the continent of Europe, of Australia and New Zealand, have 
heard this Gospel preached in this way, and some have believed it, and 
have received a testimony from God that it was true. The Holy Ghost 
has descended upon them, and they have had the gifts of the Spirit of God. 
As we were told this morning, the sick have been healed in answer to 
prayer, according to the words of the Apostle, Is any sick among you? > 
let him call for the Elders of the Church; and let them pray over him, 
anointing him with oil in the name of the Lord; and the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick.” The blessings that God promised should follow the 
believer have followed the. preaching of this Gospel, wherever the Elders 
have carried it. | 
Any man who visits through these valleys will say the people here are 
different to any elsewhere. If his eyes are not blinded by prejudice, he 
will be forced to acknowledge this. He will see a people living together 
in love, and helping one another. We were told this morning in the 
report that there are 1,700 people in this Stake being supported by the 
offerings of the Latter-day Saints here. We have record of that, and there 
is a great deal done that no record is made of. At our fast meeting 
every Thursday in the month the people contribute to the support of the 
poor. They impart of their substance for one another's benefit. There 
was a time, not many years ago, before the railroad was completed, that 
five hundred teams, four yoke of cattle to a team, were sent annually to 
the frontiers to bring up poor people. Where on the earth can you find 
people doing such things, and without pay—carrying flour and other pro- 
visions, and caching that on the way, so that they would have a supply 
as they returned? Five hundred teams, with four yoke of cattle each, 
means two thousand yoke of cattle; five hundred drivers, with guards, 
amounting to nearly six hundred men ; five hundred wagons, and provisions 
to supply all these and the immigrants. What was this for? Was it to 
make money out of these poor people? No; it was because they believed 
it was their duty to assist the poor, and they spent their time and means 
freely for that purpose. This was done year after year before the railroad — 
was completed. Who ever heard of such things being done among men in 
these days? Why was it done? Was it to build up a few individuals? No; 
it was to save the children of men, bodily and spiritually; to bring to 
them salvation in every way; to save them from poverty and sin. ° 
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If we had our way, there would not be à liquor saloon throughout these 
mountains. There would be no gambling dens. There would be no houses 
of ill-fame. There would be no places where the young could be seduced 
and led astray. The most delicate woman might travel unattended from 
the extreme north of our settlements to the extrenie south without ever. 
hearing an improper word, or witnessing an improper gesture, or having 
anything done to her that would cause a blush to mantle her cheek. This 

was the way we did live. Ido not talk about this as though it was 
— We have lived this way in these mountains. Drunkenness was 
unknown, profanity was unknown, gambling was unknown, whoredoms 
were unknown, vileness was unknown. I speak now in general terms. If 
we had our way, we should make these mountains as safe as the streets of 
the New J erusalem, so far as vileness is concetned. But we do not have 
our way. In the providence of God, this is denied to us at present. But 
it will come, because truth is in the earth, and God has spoken ann. 
it; and it will spread until it sweeps the earth as with a flood. 

The time has come for righteousness to be introduced; and though it 
seems so hopeless a thing to establish it, nevertheless it: will be done, 
because God has said it shall be done, and His word cannot fail. Wicked- 
ness will be abolished. I thank God for this promise. I thank God that 
I live in a day concerning which He has made such promises. I thank God 
for my posterity, and for the hopes that can’ be indulged in concerning 
them; that if I should pass away, the generation to come will witness the 
fulfillment of these things. The heavens have lent themselves to this. 
God has promised it, and in order that it might be established, He has 
revealed Himself from the heavens, and has sent angelic beings to give 
man the power and the authority to build up His Church in its ancient 
purity and power. And there is no power on earth that can stop it. 
They may kill men. This is in the power of man to do. They have done it. 
They can rob and destroy, burn and drive out, as they have done Never- 
theless the chariot of the Almighty will roll on and nothing can stop its 
advance. There is no power can prevent the accomplishment of the pur- 
poses of God concerning these last days. We shall have soourges, wars 
and pestilences; and perhaps famine, and various visitations to cleanse the 
earth; for God has said it shall be cleansed, and His word will be fulfilled. 
The Scriptures are full of predictions nnn this, and these things 
will come to pass. | 
who give heed to His message the spirit of gathering; and no man ever 
embraced this Gospel, no matter where he lived, or to what race he be- 
longed, without having immediately a desire in his heart to gather with 
the people of God; and men and women have left their homes, and every- 
thing that they valued on earth, for the sake of gathering with their 
brethren and sisters in this distant land. Now, this is a strange thing. 
But you are witnesses to the truth of it. These facts which I recite are 
well known to you. Among the hundreds of Elders that are here, not one 
of them, I am sure, ever knew a man or a woman to join this Church, in 
sincerity, without being seized with a desire to leave their home and to 
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join the people of God. In every land, and among every people, this has 
been the case. It is the universal effect that accompanies the preaching 
of this message. Why is this? Because God has blessed them in the last 
days. Scourges and calamities will be poured out upon the wicked, and 
you know how it was in the days of Lot—the angel of God had to hurry him 
out before the city could be destroyed; it could not be done till he got out. 
The Lord does not want the righteous mingled. with the wicked if he is 
going to pour out calamity and destruction. Therefore, He has given 
this spirit unto the people who have received His Gospel in the last days; 
and if all the inhabitants of the earth would receive it, then the earth 
would be converted into just such a place.as Zion ought to be; in fact it 
would bea Zion. But while there is a large element of those who will 
not receive the Gospel, and who will persist. in their wicked. ways, it is 
necessary that those who receive the Gospel should gather out to the 
place which God has designated. And it will be the same with. the Jews. 
God is moving upon the Jews, His ancient covenant people, and their 
minds are directed toward Jerusalem, and they will leave the nations 
after a while and go to their own land—the land of Palestine—and fulfil 
the predictions of the holy Prophets concerning that land. 3 

This is a gathering dispensation—a dispensation when God will either 
all things together, and when there will be a separation, at least to some 


' extent, between the righteous and the wicked. This is the reason why 


the Latter-day Saints have gathered together as they have done, This is 
the reason why they did not break up and scatter when they were driven 
from their possessions in Missouri and in Illinois.. They could not do it; 

it would be doing violence to every feeli of their nature. They could 
have made money by scattering through erent cities when they were 
peeled and stripped of “everything; but they could no more do that than 
they could deny their religion. The spirit of their religion was to gather 

together, and they clung together. Those who stayed behind lost the 
spirit of their religion; while those who came out here retained it, and 
have retained it in the great majority of instances ever since. A man 
that belongs to this people can no more scatter from this peeple'than he 
ean do anything else that is wrong. It is a strange fact, but nevertheless 
true. This is one of the evidences that God has given, that it is our duty 
to gather together and to remain together. -We feel. best when we are 
together, and we feel very badly when we are separated from each other. 
How shall this be accounted for? If we do not give the glory to God; to 
whom shall we attribute this? What is it that has sprung up in the minds 
of these two hundred thousand Latter-day Saints in this Territory that 
makes this a peculiar characteristic of theirs! Was it Joseph Smith's 
power? Was it Brigham Young’s shrewdness? Was it, or is it, the power 
of any other man? Certainly not; it is preposterous for anyone to imagine 
such a thing. It is implanted in every heart, and it cannot be eradicated. 
It is the power of God, and nothing short of that. It descends upon
